EMPLOYMENT  DISTRIBUTION  IN  NEW  YORK  CITY  AND  ITS 
CENTRAL  BUSINESS  DISTRICT 


As  part  of  its  continuing  review  of  the  City's  economy,  the  Depart- 
ment of  City  Planning,  in  conjunction  with  the  Staggered  Working 
Hours  Project  of  the  City  of  New  York,  has  made  estimates  of  wage  and 
salary  employment  as  of  September,  1958  by  industry  groups  for  the 
five  boroughs  (Tables  I  and  II),  and  for  census  tracts  within  the  Cen- 
tral Business  District  (Table  III).1    The  estimates  of  non-governmental 
employment  are  based  on  special  tabulations  of  data  provided  by  the  New 
York  State  Department  of  Labor  on  employment  covered  by  unemployment  in- 
surance; data  on  government  employment  were  obtained  from  the  returns  of 
a  Department  of  City  Planning  questionnaire.2 


Salient  Features  of  Employment  Distribution 
in  the  City  and  Boroughs 

There  were  an  estimated  3 #5^6, 500  wage  and  salary  workers  in  the  City 
in  September,  1958  as  compared  to  3,579tlOO  in  1950*    This  decline  is 
minor  and  it  may  therefore  be  said  that  employment  in  the  eight-year 
period  was  virtually  stable.    However,  while  the  City  total  remained 
about  the  same,  a  geographical  redistribution  occurred.  Manhattan 
lost  some  200,000  jobs,  while  significant  employment  gains  were  regis- 
tered in  all  the  other  boroughs.    Thus,  employment  in  the  four  outer 
boroughs  increased  from  an  estimated  1,11^,700  in  1950,  to  1,282,800 
in  1958,  an  increase  of  168,100,  or  15.1  percent.    These  shifts  may  be 
seen  from  the  following  table: 


The  estimates  exclude  the  self-employed,  domestic  workers,  unpaid 
family  workers  and  uniformed  armed  forces  personnel.    A  word  of 
caution  must  be  stated  on  the  industry  divisions.    These  describe 
the  principal  activity  of  the  firms  concerned  and  are  not  occupa- 
tional definitions.    Hence  "manufacturing"  includes  both  produc- 
tion and  office  activities,  "retail  trade"  includes  office  as  well 
as  direct  selling  jobs,  and  "mining"  refers  to  office  activity  in 
that  industry. 

Employment  of  the  New  York  City  Board  of  Education  was  derived 
from  an  examination  of  the  Civil  List.    Certain  other  data  on 
employment  not  covered  by  unemployment  insurance  were  also  obtained 
by  means  of  a  questionnaire.

Manufacturing  industries  provided  for  just  under  one  million  jobs  in 
the  city,3  28  percent  of  the  total  and  almost  twice  as  many  as  any 
other  industry  group.    Manufacturing  was  the  largest  industry  group 
in  all  boroughs  but  Richmond  (see  text  table  below). 

About  64  percent  of  all  jobs  were  located  in  Manhattan.  Brooklyn  had 
almost  as  many  employees  as  the  combined  total  of  The  Bronx,  Queens, 
and  Richmond.  Employment  in  manufacturing  industries  and  in  retail 
trade  was  fairly  evenly  divided  between  the  CBD  and  the  remainder  of 
the  City,  while  as  many  as  77  percent  of  wholesale  trade  jobs  and  84 
percent  of  those  in  finance,  insurance,  and  real  estate  were  concen- 
trated in  the  CBD.

The  Central  Business  District 

Of  the  estimated  3*5^6,500  wage  and  salary  workers  in  the  City, 
2.046^00.  or  58  percent,  held  jobs  within  the  Central  Business 
District,    constituting  90  percent  of  Manhattan  employment.  Most 
of  the  employment  was  located  generally  between  Eighth  and  Third 
Avenues  from  14th  to  60th  Streets,  and  in  the  vicinity  of  and  south 
of  City  Hall  Park,  with  the  heaviest  concentrations  in  the  lower 
Manhattan  financial  district,  the  "garment  area,H  and  the  Grand 
Central  area. 

One  quarter  of  CBD  employment  was  accounted  for  by  manufacturing  in- 
dustries, 1?  percent  by  services,  1?  percent  by  finance,  insurance, 
and  real  estate,  11  percent  by  wholesale  trade,  and  slightly  over 
10  percent  each  by  retail  trade  and  by  transportation,  communication, 
and  public  utilities.

Three  quarters  of  the  City's  estimated  employment  in  finance,  in- 
surance, and  real  estate  was  found  in  Census  Tract  7,  which  encom- 
passes the  Wall  Street  area.    The  estimated  135*100  workers  of  all

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groups  in  this  tract  were  compressed  in  some  25  1/2  acres  of  land 
(excluding  streets)  -  an  employment  density  of  5*300  employees  per 
net  acre. 

Manufacturing 

Manufacturing  industries  in  the  CBD  provide  over  a  half  million  jobs* 
comprising  53  percent  of  manufacturing  jobs  in  the  City  and  26  percent 
of  all  wage  and  salary  employment  in  the  District.    The  heaviest  con- 
centrations of  manufacturing  employment  were  between  14th  and  42nd 
Streets  and  Park  and  Eighth  Avenues,    In  this  area  were  located  most  of 
the  myriad  activities  that  go  into  the  manufacture  of  men's  and  women's 
clothing,  a  sizable  portion  of  printing  and  publishing,  and  important 
segments  of  other  manufacturing  industries.    The  densest  area  of  manu- 
facturing employment  was  in  the  two  tracts  (109  and  113)  encompassing 
the  ladies'  garment  district  (bounded  by  West  34th  Street,  Eighth  Ave- 
nue, West  42nd  Street,  and  the  Avenue  of  the  Americas)  where  almost 
58,000  apparel  workers  were  intermixed  with  12,000  other  manufacturing 
employees,  22,000  wholesale  workers,  and  17,000  retail  employees  among 
others;  the  total  estimated  employment  for  these  two  census  tracts  was 
about  135,000. 

The  industry  group  covering  apparel  and  other  finished  fabric  products 
is  the  largest  manufacturing  employer  in  the  CBD,  and  accounted  for  some 
204,000  workers.    The  second  largest  manufacturing  employer  was  print- 
ing and  publishing,  and  allied  industries,  with  107,400  employees.  The 
latter  activity  is  largely  scattered  by  clusters  throughout  the  CBD  so 
as  to  be  in  close  proximity  to  consumers.    Thus,  a  heavy  printing  cluster 
is  located  in  the  garment  area,  another  serves  the  financial  district, 
and  a  third  the  Grand  Central  area.  Clusters  of  newspaper  manufacture 
and  publishing  and  editorial  activities  are  also  scattered  throughout 
the  CBD, 

Retail  and  Wholesale  Trade 

Retailing  provides  209,000  jobs  in  the  CBD,  the  heaviest  concentrations 
of  which  are  found  in  the  vicinity  of  3^th  Street  and  the  Avenue  of  the 
Americas  and  along  Fifth  and  Madison  Avenues  from  34th  Street  to  the 
northern  boundary  of  the  CBD, 

Wholesaling  provided  233*900  jobs,  concentrated  in  roughly  the  same  areas 
as  apparel  and  service  employment. 
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Services  and  Miscellaneous 

The  Central  Business  District  offers  a  wide  variety  of  business,  pro- 
fessional, and  personal  services,  and  employed  some  355 •  500  workers 
in  these  categories.    These  services  range  from  barber  shops  to  uni- 
versities.   About  three-eighths  of  the  service  workers  in  the  CBD  are 
employed  in  the  area  bounded  by  Third  Avenue,  the  Avenue  of  the  Ameri- 
cas, 35th  Street,  and  the  northern  limit  of  the  District.    Even  in 
this  area,  however,  this  group  constituted  only  27  percent  of  the  total 
employment. 

Government 

Some  389,200  persons,  11  percent  of  the  total  wage  and  salary  workers 
in  the  City,  were  employed  by  governmental  or  quasl-governmental5 
agencies.    One- third  of  these  jobs  were  located  in  the  Central  Busi- 
ness District. 

City  employees  accounted  for  63  percent  of  all  government  workers, 
federal  employees  (excluding  uniformed  armed  forces  personnel)  for  27 
percent.  New  York  State  workers  for  7  percent,  and  other  government 
workers^  f0r  the  remaining  3  percent. 

While  government  supplied  jobs  for  8  percent  of  the  estimated  total 
in  Manhattan,  18  percent  in  The  Bronx,  17  percent  in  Brooklyn,  and  13 
percent  in  Queens,  in  Richmond  it  comprised  38  percent  of  that  borough's 
total,  as  a  result  of  the  concentration  of  federal,  state  and  city 
hospital  installations. 

The  Department  of  City  Planning  has  a  tabulation  of  estimated  govern- 
ment employment  by  agency  and  function  for  each  census  tract  in  the 
City,  which  may  be  consulted  by  those  interested.
